Daring Robbery Within Twelve 
Miles of Austin. 


Desperadoes Are Very Free 
with Their Cuns. 


TWO MEN RECEIVE WOUNDS 


Another One Has His Shirt 
Collar Shot Off. 


All of the Travelers on Board 
Made to Disgorge. 


Nothing Could be Done with 
the Express Safe. 


MESSENGER TOOK TO FLIGHT. 


Only a Couple of Hundred Dollars 
Secured by the Four Villains. 
Escaped on the Engine—Pursuit 
with Bloodhounds. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

AUSTIN (Tex.,) Oct. 12.—This after- 
noon at 5:30 o’clock, in broad, open 
daylight and within twelve miles of 
the corporate limits of the city, the 
south-bound cannon-ball train on the 
International and Great Northern was 
held up by four men and robbed. The 
conductor of the train, Tom Healy, 
was shot by the robbers while resist- 
ing them, but fortunately was not se- 
riously wounded. One of the passengers 
had his shirt collar carried away By a 
pistol ball that was aimed at his neck, 
-and another received a bullet wound in 
the hand. 

The passengers were robbed of some 
$200 in money. The bandits attempted 
to_rifle the safe in the express car, but 
were unsuccessful. 

When the train reached McNeill, a 
small station fourteen miles above this 
city, two heavily-armed men boarded 
the train and took up their stand on 
the rear platform. After the conduc- 
tor had checked up the train, he 
reached the platform only to find a pis- 
tol at either side of his head. The men 
demanded that he stop the train. He 
declined to do so, and .began to run 
through the train with the two robbers 
in close pursuit. 

He had not gone half the length of 
the first car when the foremost robber 
shot him, bringing him to the floor 
with a pistol wound in the right arm. 
At this juncture the other robbers 
pulled the bell-cord and the train was 
brought to a standstill. It was evi- 
dently at the appointed place, for the 
train had hardly stopped before two 
other men, whose faces were covered 
with masks, stepped out from the trees 
and began shooting into the cars. In- 
stantly all was confusion. 

The two men on the train were im- 
mediately joined by those from the 
woods and began their work. As the 
train’ porter’ sprang from the rear 
coach and ran for shelter a robber 
began shooting at him, and the negro 
emptied his revolver in return with- 
out effect. 

The express messenger looked out of 
his car, and, taking in the Situation, 
left his car and ran through the woods 
and was soon lost to sight. The rob- 
bers, in the meantime, leaving two 
men.to guard the three coaches, which 
were packed with passengers, pro- 
ceeded to the express-car and de- 
manded that the baggage-man open 
the express safe, but upon being as- 
sured that he could not do so, turned 

their attention to the passengers, 'Yhey 
took only money from therm, not over- 
looking a single cent, and walking 
two by two through the cars, so as 
to always keep their eyes on all the 
passehgers. 

After securing about $200 in this 
manner they uncoupled the envine 
from the train and started off down 
the track. After going several miles 
they set the lever at a moderate gait 
and left the engine, scampering into 
the surrounding countrty. The engine 
came to the ilag station at Duval, 
four miles below, and was there .cap- 
tured, and the station agent returned 
to the scene of the robbery with the 
engine, secured the train and came on 
to this city, arriving here Shortly af- 
ter dusk. ~ 

Officers have gone to the scene with 
bloodhounds to locate the robbers. The: 
two men who boarded the train at 
McNiell were not masked, but the 
other two bandits’ features were con- 
cealed. 

LATER:—The Sheriff and a posse 
have gone to the scene of the robbery, 
and a message at midnight is to the 
effect that they have struck the trail 
of two of the robbers. The night ex-

CARNEGIE’S COM COMBINATION, 


Controls the Largest. Iron-ore ‘Prop- 
erties in tke Country. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

MILWAUKEE, Oct. 12.—Andrew 
Carnegie has perfected the largest 
iron-producing combination the 
world by securing the lease of the 
Tilden mine. He will ‘operate this 
big producer in connection with the 
Norrie and the group of mines which 
he owns in the Mesaba range. Dr. 
Nelson P. Hulst, the well-known min- 
ing expert, has been placed in charge 
of all the Carnegie mining interests. 

The series of operations whereby the, 
Carnegie interests have come into con- 
trol of the greatest group of iron- 
ore producing properties in America 
constitute the most important move- 
ment that has taken place in the iron 
trade for years. When Carnegie got 
his Mesaba mines there was a good 
deal of interest in the matter, but it 
is only since the Norrie and the Til- 
den deals were announced that the 
importance and scope of the Pitts- 
burgh concern’s projects have  be- 
come apparent. There are several 
mines in this combination, each of 
which can produce more ore than the 
Chapin. 


SHE DOESN’T PLAY. 


Queen Victoria Declines to Accept 
a Violin from America. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 


—Several months ago John L. High- 
barger of Harper’s Ferry, Va., con- 
structed a sweet-toned violin of cedar 
‘wood from a tree growing on the old 
John Brown place. He conceived the 
idea of presenting the instrument to 
Queen Victoria of England, who, he 
was informed, had spoken in high 
terms of the character of the abolition- 
ist. He accordingly wrote, asking if 
the Queen would accept the gift if he 
‘sent it. The offer was respectfully de- 
clined in a note to the following effect: 

“Sir Arthur E. Biggs is commanded 
to thank John L. Highbarger for his 
kind offer contained in his letter of 
July 2, but at the same time to add 
that it would not be possible for the 
Queen to accept a violin, as it is an 
invariable rule that offerings of this 
nature should not be received by Her 
Majesty.”

[ASSOCTATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
MADRID, Oct. 12:—It is semi-offi- 


| cially announced that the answer of 


Spain to the note presented by United 
States Minister Woodford has been 
drafted by the Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, Sefior Gallon, and will be sub- 
mitted to the Cabinet tomorrow. The 
reply, it is stated, will say that Spain 
is unable to fix exactly the date when 
the war will be over, but the Minister 
is persuaded it will not be long, be- 
cause the “situation of the rebels is 
critical.’ 
and the concession of autonomy, ad- 
ministrative and economic, which will 
be effective before January, the gov- 
ernment hopes that actual hostilities 
will finish shortly. 

Spain, it is continued, thinks the re-

STUDYING THEIR MOVES. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

MADRID, Oct. 12.—A_ semi-official 
statement, issued after the Cabinet 
meeting yesterday, says that by em- 
‘ploying native volunteers in Cuba in- 
stead of European troops,’ the expenses 
of the campaign would decrease, and 
operations against the insurgents be 
conducted more rapidly. Sefor Gullon, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, communi- 
cated to his colleagues the views of 
the European and American press with 
regard to the new ministry, pointing 
out that the foreign newspapers were 
almost unanimously of the opinion that 
the programme of Sefior Sagasta, the 
new Premier of Spain, had caused an 
important change in the attitude of 
the Washington Cabinet, leading to the 
belief that a decision on the Cuban 
question will now enter upon a more 
favorable phase, and demonstrate 
that the steps taken by the ministry 
have had an excellent effect, showing 
that the government is choosing prac- 
tical means to solve the existing diffi- 
culties. 

Minister of Colonies Sefior Morel an- 
rounved at the Cabinet meeting, with 
a view to proving the sincerity of the 
government’s promise to grant auton-

Schooner Bering Sen Arrives with 
Little News—Mayor Wood and 
D. K. Howard Safe—Colornado 

River Expedition. 


{BY THE TIMES’ SPRCIAL WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 12.—[Special 
Dispatch.] Howard Franklin, a pio- 
neer of the Yukon, who claims the dis- 
tinction of being the first man to dis- 
cover gold in paying quantities on the 
tributaries of that stream, is now in 
the city. Franklin is a Canadian, who 
went into the country as carly as 1883. 
He mined on the lower river, sailing 
down it in small boats... He prospected 
for five years, and mined as the oppor- 
tunity afforded. About June 20 of that 
year he struck gold in paying quanti- 
ties in what has since been known as 
Franklin Gulch. one of the richest-pay- 
ing prospects in that country. He, 
with a number of companions, traveled 
400 miles from the source of the river 
and struck bar diggings that proved 
fairly rich. Shortly after prospecting 
they found pay dirt that averaged $40 
a pan to the man, working with a bar 
rocker. 

In 1885, in company with Joe Ladue, 
Franklin struck the site of Forty Mile, 
and after going up the creek some three 
miles found good prospects. Ladue 
was not satisfied, but Franklin went 
back next fall, and September 7, 1886, 
first found the coarse gold which has 
since made the Yukon country famous. 
Early in next year he struck Franklin 
Gulch, to which he gave his name, and 
the fame of that gulch directly led to 
the discovery of the rich diggings on 
Bonanza and El! Dorado creeks. 

Franklin has also exploited diggings 
in Caribou and Cassiar districts. Be- 
fore leaving the Yukon country, he dis- 
covered a number of other placers, the 
location of which he has kept secret, 
but which he proposes to work during 
the coming spring. . 


THE LATEST ARRIVAL. 


Schooner Bering Sea Brings Little 
Newe—Mayor Wood Safe.

His mission 
was to ascertain if an opportunity 
presented itself for investment. He 
Says: 

“lI found some very g@od placer 
mines, but not as sensational in their 
richness as has been reported. In 
many cases the claims are compara- 
tively poor, although most any of them 
will pay wages. 

“Rocause one claim ia very rich ts 
no reason why an adjoining one should 
be equally good. On the contrary, the 
near neighbor of a rich claim is gen- 
erally not worth much. There are few 
summer diggings in -the Klondike, 
that is those which can be worked by 
the ordinary sluicing process. Most 
of the bedrock is 18 or 20 feet below 
the eurface and the ground fs frozen 
solid, except that eighteen inches or 
two feet thaws in the summer. 

“On the whole, the Klondike may be 
classed as. very good diggings, and 
T should say there is a good chance 
for other discoveries this fall. As to 
quartz mining. I consider it impossible 
at the present time, owing to the Aif- 
ficulties to be overcome. T do not think 
there is much danger of starvation at 
Dawson.” 

STEWART-RIVER SPECIMENS.

SOMETHING ABOUT THE HORSES 
THAT START THURSDAY. 


The Greatest Opening-Day Crowd 
Ever Known in Southern Cali- 


formia Expected. \ 
A TRACK RECORD TO BE MADE. 


ANOTHER LOT OF FAST PERFORM- 
ERS ARRIVE YESTERDAY. | 


Crowds Gathering from All Parts of 
the State to Attend the Meeting. 
Ostler Joe Comes from Mon- 
tana Ready for Business, 


The annual Los Angeles fair begins 
tomorrow, and the directors confidently 
expect the greatest opening-day crowd 
in the history of the association, as the 
programme offered is by long odds one 
of the strongest ever presented in this 
city. Los Angeles contains many ad- 
mirers of the light harness horse, and 
consequently the liveliest interest is 
being evinced in the 2:12 trot, which is 


gramme. This event is for a purse of 
$1200, and closed on July 1 with the 
grand list of fourteen entries, which is 
unprecedented in the West for such a 
fast class. A number of the horses 
entered have either been found want- 
ing or have gone lame, but the sturdy 
ones remain to battle for the purse, 
and a royal struggle can be anticipated. 

The starters will be Galette, Jasper 
Ayres, Zombro, Mamie Griffin, Chris 
Petersen, Ethel Downs and Margaret 
Worth. 

Jasper Ayres, sometimes called the 
Vasalia horse, will naturally be made 
a favorite on the strength of his recent 
victories on the California circuit. He 
will take a world of beating, as he is 
undoubtedly one of the best trotters 
seen on the Coast in years, and second 
only to Klamath. Jasper Ayres is 
fast, game and thoroughly reliable in a 
hard-fought contest; and is acknowl- 
edged to be one of the handiest horses 
“ the country. Perkins will drive 

im. 

Probably the most formidable rival 
to the Visalia trotter is Zombro, who 
made a record of 2:13 and was invinci- 
ble in his three-year-old form. 

Zombro was amiss in 1896, but he is 
now ready to go the race of his life. 
He trotted sensational races at both 
Marysville and Chico, but the hard con- 
test had a tendency to prevent him 
training on, especially as he was given 
a hurried preparation. He has now 
had the benefit of a month’s careful 
training since his last race, and good 
judges predict that he will go the race 
of his life tomorrow, and the horse that 
beats him will have to step a mile in 
2:10 or better. Zombro is a son of Mc- 
Kinney, and is owned by George 
Becker. Charles Durfee will pilot the 
Southern California candidate. 

San José will have Ethel Downs to 
do battle for the Santa Clara Valley. 
She is no stranger in this part of the 
world. In her first year on the turf 
she took a record of 2:13 in a fourth 
heat at Santa Ana, and every one of 
the previous heats in the same race, 
was a contest into the bargain. At 
San José last week she _ trotted 
a great race against Jasper 
Ayres, and took two heats. in 
2:10 and 2:10% respectively, and showed 
such improvement over previous races 
as to warrant the prediction that she 
will be among the money winners in 
the race tomorrow. Bunch has Ethel 
Downs this year. 

Mamie Griffin possesses great stam, 
ina and endurance, and _ will be an 
element if it takes more than six 
heats to decide the race. She won a 
seven-heat race at Chico after both 
Jasper Ayres and Zombro had two 
heats to their credit It was the fast- 
est seven-heat race ever trotted in Cali- 
fornia. Sullivan is the driver of Mamie 
Griffin. 

Chris Petersen on his Montana farm 
would have a royal chance, but his 
most recent races in California would 
make it appear that he has trained 
off. He has developed into a bad 
actor in negotiating the first turn, but 
as it is over two weeks since he par- 
ticipated in a race, Shaner may have 
the son of Deputy right on edge for 
the race tomorrow. 

Galette, 2:12%, showed great promise 
during the first part of the circuit, 
but she did not train on as well as 
Jasper Ayres and several others, and 
judging by the most recent trotting 
races, she looks to be up against too 
hot a field. Walter Maher will drive 
Galette. 

Margaret Worth showed such im- 
provement at San José that Franklin 
has concluded to start the mare. She 
is said to be able to trot miles around 
3:13. 

Bookmakers Harlan and Humphreys 
are due to arrive on the steamer to- 
day from San Francisco. 

Billy Donathan, the well-known 
reinsman, is in the city. He will be 
seen on the sulky during the week. 

It is proposed to have a parade of 
all the most celebrated harness horses 
at the track next Wednesday. There 
are five horses that can or have beaten 
2:08 in the procession, which would 
certainly prove quite an attraction. 

Jack Divne, who has officiated as 
marshal throughout the circuit, is in 
the city. 

A carload of horses left San José last 
night for Los Angeles. In the con- 
signment are Two Cheers, Elmer F., 
Mollie R., and Arundel. The latter is 
a starter in the Blue Ribbon Hurdle 
race.

EXTRACTING PERFUMES. 


What Could be Done with Orange 
Blossoms and Violets. 

Secretary Wiggins of the Chamber 
of Commerce has been busily inves- 
tigating the possibilities of the extract- 
ing perfume from California flowers, 
and to that end, has written to ex- 
perimenters to ascertain for the benefit 


dustry cah be made practicable in this 
country. Following is the reply he 
has received from G. C. Gilbert, of 
Ontario: 

“Your letter of the 9th. inst. at hand 
and in reply would say that I am not 
prepared to give you much informa- 
tion, as I have only experimented in a 
small way. I will say that the odor 
of the flowers can be successfully ex- 
tracted by the French process of eu- 
flemage with grease, which is exceed- 
ingly simple, and does not take any 
machinery. There could be a large 
business built up here (with the pres- 
ent tariff) on the orange alone, as 
there is none of it manufactured in 
this country, and it can be made from 
orange blossoms that drop, not inter- 
fering with the orange crop at.all. 

“Dried orange blossems are worth 
85 cents per pound in New York today. 
I am very busy at the present time, 
and cannot give you much attention, 
but if you know of any one wishing 
to experiment I will gladly furnish 
them the process. I am very much 
interested in this, as I have been in 
the perfumery business since 1881, and 
know this industry could be carried 
on with great success. The only points 
against us for making the pomades are 
that labor is cheaper in France, and 
they understand better the purifying 
of the grease than we do here, but this 
can be overcome very readily by get- 
ting their method of doing it. 

“The violet can be grown under the 
shade of orange trees, shady hedges 
and all out of the way places, free 
from the strong sunlight, and would 
really be an extra crop without tak- 
ing very much from the soil. An acre 
of plants will yield 182 pounds weight 
of flowers. the value of which is about 
from 35 cents to 40 cents per pound. 
The kind used for manufacturing per- 
fumes is the double Parma.” 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


Australian Roselle Plant for Jelly 
and Wine. 


Among the donations sent in yester- 
day to the Chamber of Commerce 
is a strange AuStralian plant called 
the roselle, from the orchard of E. H. 
Ashley of Rivera. The eeed for this 
plant was furnished from Berkeley last 
year. The shrug grows to a height 
of about ten feet, and spreads like a 
castor bean. It grows thriftily, and is 
a great bearer, producing fruit that 
is good for either wine, jelly or pick- 
ling. The plant has long shoots with 
red stalks, clothed with leaves and 
fruit all the way down. The fruit 
grows at the intersections of the leaves, 
and is a green berry about the size of 
an olive, growing in a _ tulip-shaped 
sheath of dark, bright red. The jelly, 
of which there is a glass also placed 
on exhibition, looks like unusually 
clear currant jelly, and has a taste 
not unlike the guava. For jelly, the 
fruit may’ be used either green or ripe.

MR. LARNEY’S BLARNEY. 


IT CAUSED HIM TO SPEND A NIGHT 
BEHIND THE BARS, 


The Nemésis of Ex-Officer Shields 
in no End of Trouble—Got a 
Black Eye, Was Arrested and 
Fined for Disturbing the Peace. 


Thomas Larney, the man who made 
such a roar several weeks ago about 
the prospect of spending a night in the 
City Jail, “an new rear about the 
reality of such a dreadful experience. 
Larney spent the latter half of last 
Saturday night behind the bars, and 
now knows just exactly how it feels 
to be cooped up, away from family and 
friends. 

Larney is the man to whom Special 
Police Officer J. J. Shields owes his 
discharge from the force, and who 
posed before the Police Commission 
recently as an innocent workingman 
who had been grievously wronged. It 
was half expected that he would again 
appear before that honorable body to 
unfold a tale of woe, but he spoiled 
his opportunity by pleading guilty to 
‘the charge of disturbing the peace, in 
the Police Court, yesterday. He even 
burned the bridges behind him to the 
extent of stating on the witness stand 
that the officer who arrested him 
treated him kindly. 

Larney was arrested last Saturday 
night by Officer Matuszkiewiz for dis- 
orderly conduct. at First and Los An- 
geles streets. tfe protested loucly 
against his arrest at the time, and 
roundly abused the officer for interfer- 
ing with his liberty. But despite his 
remonstrance he was placed in durance 
vile at ten minutes past midnight and 
kept there till the church bells called 
the truly devout to worship on Sunday 
morn. Larney was then released on 
$10 cash bail for his appearance in 
Police Court Monday afternoon. 

It had been intimated that Larney 
would endeavor to bring the matter 
of his arrest before the Police Com- 
missioners on the contention that it 
was due to police spitework on account 
of the Shields incident. Larney did 
go so far as to tell his troubles to Po- 
lice Commissioner Gibbon and ask his 
advice. Mr. Gibbon advised him to 
secure the services of an attorney and 
fight the case if he considered him- 
self innocent of the charge, after which 
if he had any evidence to prove false 
arrest, there would be time enough 
for the commission to investigate, but 
under no circumstances should he pre- 
fer charges unless he had reliable wit- 
nesses to back them up. Mr. Gibbon, 
while emphatically declining to inter- 
est himself any further in Larney’s 
case, did do him the additional kind- 
ness to request one of the police ser- 
geants to have his case continued for 
one day, so he could arrange for coun- 
sel and get his witnesses together. 

Accordingly Larney was not in court 
when his case was call 
and a continuance was granted for 
twenty-four hours. The defendant was 
in court when the case was called again 
yesterday afternoon. He was accom- 
panied by Attorney Scarborough, who 
entered a pnlea of not guilty for him, 
and said he was readv for immediate 
trial. Officer Matuszkiewiz spoke up 
and said if a defense was to be made 
he wanted time to summon more wit- 
nesses, as he had a host of them who 


would bear him out iv the charge that - 


the defendant was drunk and disor- 
derly. The proposed summoning of 
this cloud of witnesses did not appear 
to give the defendant and his counsel 
much comfort, so after parleying for 
a while as to the continuance of the 
case, they decided to change their plea 
of not guilty to guilty, and have done 
with the trial at once. This plea was 
accented and the taking of evidence 
proceeded. 

Officer Matuszkiewiz testified that he 
saw the defendant at Hugh Smith’s 
saloon, corner of First and Los An- 
geles streets, about 8:30 o’clock last 
Saturday{ evening. The defandant 
had a black eye at 
showed him a paper which he said 
was a warrant for a man’s arrest for 
battery, and Larney wanted the of- 
ficer to make the arrest. Matuszkie- 
wiz saw that it was not a warrant cf 
arrest, but merely a complaint on 
which a warrant could be issuec. He 
told the defendant so, and I-ft hin. It 
appears that Larney hung around the 
saloon till near midnight, when Ma- 
tuszkiewiz saw the proprieter of the 
saloon and the barkeeje eject him. 
Larney was drunk and boisterous, and 
the officer advised him (o #9 home and 
behave himself on ain of being run 
in. Larney defied the officer to a:rest 
him and used profane and abusive 
language. Matuszkiewiz warneli him 
the second time to move on and hold 
his tongue, but Larney was all the 
more abusive. Finally he jostied against 
two ladies who were passins, and 
nearly crowded them off the side- 
walk, then the officer arrested him. 

Larney was sworn, and stated in 
his own defense that he was in the 
saloon only an hour or ‘wo and drank 
only a few beers. He was not drunk 
and did not have a b'ack eve whea 
he entered the saloon. He had a dis- 
colored optic, however, when he came 
out, or rather was thrown out, as 


some enemies of his assaulted him 


while in the saloon, and one struck 
him in the eve. He had been abused 
and insulted, and naturally was very 
anery. Officer Matuszkiewiz did 
order him to move on. but he claimed 
the right to use the sidewalk and did 
not feel like running away from the 
police when he had ‘been insulted. 
without some satisfaction. He wanted 
the officer to arrest his assailant, but 
could get no satisfaction from him. 
As for the ladies. he did not see any. 
and if he bumped against any, he did 
it unawares. He did not consider that 
he created ‘Any disturbance in the pres- 
ence of the officer. The disturbance 
was all on the inside of the saloon, 
and was caused by others. 

When asked why be pleaded guilty, 
then, if he was innocent, Larney said 
he considered it the easiest and quick- 
est way out of the trouble. He did not 
wish to lose any more time over the 
matter, or have other people put to 
the trouble of coming into court as wit- 
nesses. While differing with Officer 
Matuszkiewiz as to many points in the 
testimony, he exonerated the officer 
from the charge of harsh treatment, 
and said the officer had, as a matter of 
fact, treated him kindly. 

This ended the evidence, and Justice 


Owens fined the defendant $19, the 
amount of his bail. 
Larney is not yet done with the 


‘courts, as he is the complaining witness 
in a battery case against Mike Craig, 
that is set for tomorrow at 10:30 o'clock, 
The alleged battery is a sequel! to the 
trouble which so unexpectedly cost 
Special Officer Shields his job on the 
police force, and the end is not yet. 
Larney is a stone-cutter, and so is 
Craig. According to Craig's statement 
they worked as partners on a job of 
stone-cutting which amounted to about 
$18, which was to be divided equally be- 
tween them. But Larney collected the 
money and retained the whole amount. 
Craig laid the matter before Asst, Dist.- 
Atty. Williams, who issued a complaint 
against Larney for embezzlement. A 
warrant of arrest was issued, but be- 
fore it was served, .Larney saw Deputy 
District Attorney Chambers and made 
a representation to him upon which 
Mr. Chambers agreed to move for a 
dismissal of the case when it should be 
called in court. Mr. Chambers did this 
because he was satisfied that an em- 
begziement charge could not be made 
to atick: that the proper complaint, if 
any were to be made, would be breach 
of truest, or that it was a matter for 
adjudication by civil action Mean-

‘Larney was in the hands of the police, 


who were trying to obtain service. Mr. 
Chambers telephoned the desk clerk to 
withdraw the warrant, 
who was acting clerk at the. time, could 
not find it and failed to make mention 
of it to thé clerk who relieved him. A 
few days later Officer Pawling served 
the warrant on Larney, and he was 
sent to the station about 10 o’clock in 
the evening. The warrant called for 
$50 cash bail, and the clerk then on duty 
said Larney would have to go behind 
the bars unless the money was forth- 
coming. Larney appealed to Capt. Rob- 
erts, and. explained that Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney Chambers had dismissed 
the case. The captain safd there was 
no record to that effect, and while he 
did not doubt the prisoner’s statement 
he could not release him without an 
order from the court or a representa- 
tive of the District Attorney’s office. 
An effort was made to reach Mr. Cham- 
bers by telephone, but without success. 

Larney then offered to pay an officer 
to take him to Mr. Chambers’s house 
near the south city limits. The captain 
said it was not incumbent upon him to 
send officers on such errands, but if he 
could spare a man he would do so 
without pay. About this time Special 
Officer Shields arrived on the scene, 
and some one suggested that Larney 
subsidize him to go. The captain said 
he would allow Shields to take the 
prisoner to the Deputy District Attor- 
ney, provided Shields was willing, but 
he would not order him to go. Larney 
offered to pay Shields any price up to $5 
for the favor, and Shields agreed to 
accommodate him for $2. This, Larney 
paid with apparent cheerfulness. Mr. 
Chambers was found and consented to 


let the prisoner. go on his.own. recog- 


nizance, as he intended to move for a 
dismissal of the complaint. 

Larney was profuse in his. thanks, 
and Shields thought he had done a kind 
act to help the man avoid spending a 
night in jail. But after the case was 
dismissed, Larney felt aggrieved at be- 
ing out $2 on the. transacgion. He ac- 
cordingly laid the matter before Police 
Commissioner Gibbon, who summoned 
Shields before the board, with the re-

SECTION TWENTY-TWO. 
Some differences of opinion have 
arisen as to the scope and the exact 
meaning of Section 22 of the new 
tariff law, which relates to the im- 
position of discriminating duties in 
favor of merchandise brought to the 
United States in American ships. The 
section in question reads as follows: 

“Section 22. That a discriminating 
duty of 10 per centum ad valorem, 
in addition to the duties imposed by 
law, shall be levied, collected, and 
paid on all goods, wares, or merchan- 
dise which shall be imported in ves- 
sels not of the United States, or 
which being the production or manu- 
facture of any foreign country not 
contiguous to the United States, shall 
come into the United States from such 
contiguous country; but this dis- 
criminating duty shall not apply to 
goods, wares, or merchandise which 
shall be imported in vessels not of 
the United States, entitled at the time 
of such importation by treaty or con- 
vention to be entered in the ports of 
the United States on payment of the 
same duties as shall then be payable 
on goods, wares, and merchandise im- 
ported in vessels of the United States, 
- nor to such foreign products or manu- 
factures as shall be imported from 
such contiguous countries in the usual 
course of strictly retail trade.” 3 

While the language of this section 
may be open to the charge of some 
technical ambiguity, there is no room 
for doubt as to the intent of this pro- 
vision of the law. It was plainly de- 
signed to afford to American ship- 
ping, so far as practicable, a measure 
of protection commensurate with the 
protection which the law extends to 
American enterprise and labor on 
land. The obvious intent was to re- 
store to the American merchant ma- 
rine its old-time prestige, by means of 
the wise policy which was most po- 
tent in establishing that prestige in 
the early days. If section 22 has 
fallen short of the accomplishment of 
its obvious intent and purpose, the 
failure is technical rather than vital, 
and can be effectually remedied by 
supplementary action on the part of 
Congress. 

If such supplementary legislation be 
necessary, the Republicans in Con- 
gress are in honor and in duty bound 
to enact it at the next session. The 
principle involved has received the 
approval of the American people, and 
therefore it has all the binding force 
‘of a mandate from that tribunal of 
last resort and of final authority. 
The Republican National Convention 
which nominated William McKinley 
for President of the United States 
expressly declared in its platform for 
this principle, as follows: 

‘We favor restoring the early Amer- 
ican policy of discriminating duties 
for the upbuilding of our merchant 
marine and the protection of our 
shipping in the foreign carrying trade, 
so. that American ships—the product 
ot American labor, employed in 
American shipyards, sailing under the 
Stars and Stripes, and manned, offi- 
cered and owned by Americans-—-may 
regain the carrying of our foreign 
commerce.” 7 

Section 22 of the Dingley tariff was 
drafted in conformity to this ex- 
press declaration of the national Re- 
publican platform of 1896, If it is 
defective—if it fails in any particular 
to carry out this express declaration, 
which has received the overwhelming 
indorsement of the people—it must be 
amended by Congress to conform to 
the popular mandate, 

American shipping is as clearly en- 
titled to protection as is American 
enterprise in other lines of industry. 
To the withdrawal of protection from 
our ocean carrying trade is due in 
chief part the decline of the Ameri- 
can merchant marine. With the 
restoration of adequate protection, 
our merchant marine will regain the 
position of supremacy which it ought 
to oceupy in the commerce of the 
world. 

Upon the Republican Congress will 
devolve the duty of remedying any de- 
fects or ambiguities which may be 
found in the existing law. It is due 
to the people, who gave their un- 
qualified indorsement to the 
tional Republican platform of 1896, 
that the declarations of that plat- 
form shall be carried out in spirit 
and to the letter.

| INVESTIGATING FOOD ADULTERATION 


vestigating the character and extent- 


Acting under direction of Congress, 
the Department of Agriculture is in- 


of the adulteration of foods and 
drugs. The belief is general that 
adulteration, sophistication, imitation, 
and misbranding of foods, drugs, and 
liquors are practiced to a pernicious 
and dangerous extent. In many of 
the States laws have been enacted to 
prevent these practices, but it is be- 
lieved that these laws are to a great 
extent a dead letter. Persons having 
knowledge of such adulterations are 
requested to send such information 
as they possess to the Chemical Di- 
vision of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. The department desires a con- 
cise statement of facts, which can be 
fully substantiated if necessary, and 
not mere theories. 

No subject is of more direct and 
vital importance to the people of the 
United States than the purity of the 
foods and liquids which they con- 
sume, There can be no reasonable 
doubt that adulterations are carried 
on to a disgraceful if not to a dan- 
gerous extent, and any movement 
which will aid in curing this great 
and widespread evil is a movement 
in the right direction. bunser 

The laws at present existing, in the 
several States, should be rigidly en- 
forced, and if they be found insuffi- 
cient to meet the requirements of the 
case, other and more stringent laws 
should be enacted and enforced. If 
it be possible to stamp out this great 
evil, which menaces the health and 
longévity of every citizen, no effort 
should be spared to accomplish that 
much-to-be-desired result. 

It is well that the national author- 
ities have entered upon an investiga- 
tion of this subject, and it is to be 
hoped that the inquiry will be prose- 
cuted to a practical and beneficent 
conclusion.

FOSTER RAPE CASE ON TRIAL. 
THE COMPLAINING WITNESS, LEE 
MAYNE, TESTIFIES. 


Was not Positive Whether or not 
Foster Committed the Alleged 
Outrage—Jury in the Davis 
Forgery Case Disugrees. 


The Merchants and Manufacturers’ 
Association does not proposé to allow 
the question of strect-sweeping to be 
ignored by the Council. A vigorous re- 
minder was sent to the city fathers 
yesterday. Many of the recently-pro- 
testing property-owners on Spring 
street are experiencing a change of 
heart, and a number of them have 
signed a new petition asking that the 
atreet be repaved. 

The Police Commissioners yesterday 
rejected an application for a saloon 
license, in accordance with the wishes 
of residents in the vicinity. 

John Foster, a man past middle life, 
is on trial in Department One for rape 
alleged to have been committed upon 
Lee Mayne, the fourteen-year-old 
daughter of L. C. Mayne, a Downey 
farmer, on the night of June 27 last. 
Among the witnesses examined was 
Dr. Rowley of Downey, who testified 
that he had examined the girl, and that 
there was no evidence of an outrage 
having been committed. 

After having been out several hours, 
the jury in the Davis forgery case re- 
ported that it was impossible to reach 
an agreement, and Judge Smith ordered 
them discharged. 

The foreclosure suit against the Mt. 
Lowe Railway Company, brought by 
the Los Angeles Safe Deposit and 
Trust Company, came up for trial be- 
fore Judge Van Dyke in Department 
Four yesterday, and will be resumed 
today. 

The State Supreme Court, in session 
in this city, devoted its time yesterday 
chiefly to the examination of applica- 
tions of attorneys for admission to 
practice before that body.

REFUSED A LICENSE. 


POLICE BOARD TURNS DOWN A 
WOULD-BE SALOON-KEEPER. 


The Question of Street-sweeping 
Again Brought Forward by the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association — Spring-street Re- 
paving. 


The meeting of the Police Commis- 
sioners yesterday morning was largely 
occupied by the consideration of J. S. 
Pervier’'s application for a saloon 
license at No. 1818 South Main street. 
Strong protests had been entered by 
many residents in the vicinity, and 
many of them were on hand to empha- 
size their objections. Their opposition 
proved successful, and the application 
was finally denied by the commission- 
ers. 
Several written protests had been 
filed. One of them bore the signatures 
of a large number of citizens, and con- 
tained this emphatic expression of the 
protestants’ views concerning the sa- 
loon: 

“We demand it as one of our rights 
taxpayers that our 
homes shall not be endangered, our 
families exposed to its degenerating 
influence nor our property depreciated 
by its presence.” 

Application for a license was origin- 
ally made several months ago, but was 
beaten at that time by the protests of 
property-owners. The report by the 
Chief of Police upon Pervier's present 
application showed that he had suc- 
ceeded in securing the signature of. G. 
A. Dobinson, representing the Calahan 
estate, so that the applicant now had 
fne consent of a little more than two- 
thirds of the frontage. 

George A. Howard addressed the 
board and made an earnest protest 
against granting the license. He said 
that 200 residents of the neighborhood 
had joined in the protest, representing 
7000 feet of frontage. George H. Pin- 
hey, C. A. Baskerville, A. Marco, A. W. 
Rider and many others followed with 
vigorous protests. 

CounciJman Toll was among the ob- 
jectors, and said that as there are not 
now enough policemen to properly pa- 
tro] the city, he was opposed to licens- 
ing the saloon, which would inevitably 
add to the lawlessness already existing. 

Mrs. Mary Marco made an earnest 
appeal to the board, saying that she 
has devoted her life to the rescue of 


oung girls who had been ruined in sa- | 


oons, and that she could not believe 
the commissioners would add tg the 
pitfalis that are already so numerous. 

J. 8. Pervier, the applicant, made a 
plea in his own behalf, and went 
through the usual! professions as to the 
good character of the saloon he would 
run if granted a license. His remarks 
were seconded by an orator named 
Ryan, who had prepared and com- 
mitted to memory an elaborate address, 
Unfortunately he lost his cue when 


half way through his oration, and was

The protestants succeeded in con- 
vincing a majority of the commission- 
ers that their objections were well 
founded.

A protest was received from _ the 


armory board of the First Brigade, N. 
G. C., against granting the application 
of Henry Garland for a saloon license 
at the northwest corner of Eighth and 
Spring streets. A similar protest was 
received, from property-owners. Both 
were referred to the Chief. 

Specifications were presented for re- 
modelling the steam-heating plant at 
the,Central Station, the estimated cost 
being $550. The bcard adopted a 
recommendation to the Council that 
two requisitions of $275 each be allowed, 
the total cost being divided so as to 
obviate the necessity of advertising for 
bids. 

The petition of Gregory Perkins, as- 
signee, asking that the license fees 
paid in May and June for the saloon 
at No. 615 South Broadway, be re- 
turned, was referred to the Chief. 

Mr. Preuss urged the need of a pis- 
tol range so that officers might have 
an opportunity for practice. The mat- 
ter was referred to the Chief. 

The special committee appointed to 
arrange for uniforming the officers, 
presented its report. The report stated 
that samples and prices of ‘police uni- 
form cloth had been procured, and the 
methods of other police departments 
had been investigated. It was recom- 
mended that the cloth manufactured 
by the Golden Gate Woolen Company 
of San Francisco at $5.50 per yard, 
double-width goods, be adopted. 

The committee also recommended the 
use of the black helmet manufactured 
by S. A. French & Co. of New 
York city, and which can be procured 
for $2.75 each. ' 

It was also recommended. that the 
officers on or before December 1 shall 
provide themselves with a mackintosh, 
which can be purchased for $10.50. 

It was further recommended that the 
Chief be directed to secure such stock 
of goods and buttons as may be neces- 
sary for the officers. Then, as the 
materiai is needed, the price is remitted 
to the firm furnishing the goods. Offi- 
cers would be free to patronize any 
tailor they may choose. 

The following general order to offi- 

cers of the Los Angeles Police Depart- 
ment was adopted: 
» “From and after the 15th day of Oc- 
tober, 1897, all officers of the Los An- 
geles Police Department when on duty 
will wear full-dress uniforms, long 
coats, well buttoned up, with belts and 
clubs, and all officers on duty in and 
around the station, jail and courts, ex- 
cept detectives, will wear full-dress 
uniforms, with either helmets or regu- 
lation caps, with the insignia of their 
office on same. . This order is impera- 
tive, and applies to all officers from 
captain down.” 


SPRING-STREET REPAVING. 


A Marked Change of Heart Among 
Former Protestants. 

For some time past a petition has 
been in circulation on Spring street, 
asking that the Council again com- 
mence proceedings for repaving the 
street. This petition was started in 
view of the probability that the pro- 
ceedings now pending for repaving the 
street will be defeated by the protest 
which was filed. The law provides 
that no new proceedings can be com- 
menced for a period of six months un- 
less a new petition is presented, signed 
by a majority of the frontage. There 
is a good prospect that the signatures 
of owners of a majority of the front- 
age will be secured to the petition now 
being circulated, as only~a_ small 
amount of frontage is now lacking. 

A notable circumstance is the fact 
that 1900 feet of frontage which re- 
cently protested against repaving is 
now in favor of it, the owners having 
signed the new petition. This renders 
it certain that, even if the attempt to 
get a majority of frontage on this peti- 
tion should prove a failure, there can 
be no successful opposition to the im- 
provement six months hence. The ob-. 
durate owners who are refusing to sign 
the petition have only to consider 
whether they will pay for the improve- 
ment now or six months later. The 
petition contains the proviso that the 
cost shall not exceed 9 cents per square 
foot, which amounts to about $1.75 per 


STREET-SWEEPING., 


Protest from the Merchants’ 
Manufacturers’ Association. 

The following communication to tHe 
Council was filed with the City Clerk 
yesterday afternoon by Secretary 
Zeehandelaar of the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association: 

“To the Honorable City Council 
of Los Angeles—Gentlemen: I am 
instructed by the’ Board of Di- 
rectors of the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association to ecall 
your attention to .the fact. that on 
September 27, a resolution was _ pre- 
sented to you, passed by this associa- 
tion urging upon your honorable body 
to order the sweeping of certain streets 
therein mentioned by hand, under the 
terms of the present contract. This 
communication was accompanied by a 
petition signed by almost every mer- 
chant on the principal thoroughfares, 
strongly urging that that method of 
street.sweeping be adopted by your 
honorable body. 

“At a meeting of the City Council 
on that day the matter was referred to 
the Board of Public Works and the 
Committee on Finances with instruc- 
tions to report back to your body in the 
afternoon of that day. Up to the 
present time no answer has been re- 
ceived, and beyond a discussion be- 
tween these two bhodies and a com- 
mittee from this association evidently 
no attempt has been made by the 
Council to urge any definite conclusion. 

“We believe that a petition on a mat- 
ter of so much importance, presented 
by a large body of representative citi- 
zens Who are’among the heaviest tax- 
payers, should receive more prompt 
attention from your hands, and should 
be entitled to proper recognition. 
The work of sweeping the main streets 
by hand, as urged in these resolutions, 
is one of the utmost importance to this 


city. The present filthy condition of 
the streets has caused severe criti- 
cism, not only on the part of the 


public press and of the merchants, but 
of tourists who cannot fail to form a 
very unsatisfactory opinion of our city. 

“The sweeping of the main business 
portion by hand is a necessity that can 
not be ignored any longer by the Coun- 
cil, and an immediate action on the 
petition of this association is urgently 
requested.” 


Thrown From a Horse. 


Louis Brown of the firm of Brown 
Bros., clothiers on Spring street, fell 
from a horse yesterday morning and 
sustained a number of slight injuries 
about the head and face. Mr. Brown 
was riding down Figueroa street, when 
the horse took fright at a street car.

THE FOSTER RAPE CASE. 


— 


TRIAL IN PROGRESS BEFORE 
JUDGE SMITH AND A JURY, 


Miss Lee Mayne, the Complaining 
Witness, on the Stand—Dr. Row- 
ley Testifies as to Her Virgin- 
ity—A Question of Identity. 


The Foster rape case came up for 
trial before Judge Smith and a jury 
yesterday afternoon. A jury was soon 
selected and Miss Lee Mayne, the com- 
plaining witness, was called to the 
stand. 

The points set forth in the complaint 
are that on the night of June 27 last 
Lee Mayne went to her home, which is 
in Downey, from church. She retired 
with her sister Kate. After she had 
been asleep for some time, the de- 
fendant, John Foster, a man about 45 
years of age, entered her room through 
a window and, picking her up from the 
bed, carried her away, assaulting her, a 
short distance from the house. These 
charges were testified to by Lee Mayne 
at the preliminary examination and 
reiterated from the stand yesterday. 

The complaining witness is a mite of 
a girl about 13 years of age. She was 
extremely timid, and reluctant to give 
her testimony. Her sister, who fol- 
lowed upon the stand and who.is about 
two years her junior, told her story 
between sobs, not much of anything 
Save that Lee was sleeping in the same 
bed with her, . being elicited. 

Dr. Q. J. Rowley of Downey testified 
that he had examined the complainant 
and he swore that there was no evi- 
dence of an assault having been com- 
mitted. There was not the slightest 
evidence that the girl’s virginity had 
been destroyed at any time. 

A point brought out by the defense 
in Lee Mayne’s testimony was that she 
was not positive as to whether it was 
Foster who committed the alleged as- 
sault, or an old schoolmate of hers. 
Thus the material question of identity 
was raised and it may have an impor- 
tant bearing upon the result of the trial. 

The contention of the defense, aside 
from a denial that Foster committed 
rape upon the person of the complain- 
ant, is that, at most, merely an at- 
tempt at outrage was committed by 
some person, as yet unknown, the evi- 
dence tending to show that Miss Mayne 
was taken from her bed on the night 
of June 27 seems to be quite strong in 
that it is corroborated by witnesses 
other than ithe complaining witness and 
her si@ter. A member of the house- 
hold heard a noise in the girl’s room, 
and upon investigation, found Lee to 
be missing. 

Testimony for the prosecution will be 
resumed tomorrow. There are many 
witnesses to be examined on both sides. 


DAVIS JURY DISAGREES, 


Comes Into Court After Having 
Been Ont Eight Hours. 


The jury in the A. E. Davis forgery 
case came into court at 9 o’clock last 
night and reported that it was impos- 
sible to reach an agreement, announ- 
cing the vote as standing 9 to 3. 
Whether the majority stood for convic- 
tion or acquittal was not stated. 
The case was submitted shortly be- 
fore noon yesterday. 
The charge upon which Davis has 
been on trial in Judge Smith’s depart- 
ment is that of forgery. Davis, the 
complaint alleges, was a party to a 
transaction in which a deed to lot 1 in 
the Daly tract, belonging to L. H. 
Greene, was forged and a mortgage is- 
sued upon which $1000 was obtained 
from the Columbia Savings Bank. Da- 
vis, to whom the deed was issued, and 
who obtained the money from the bank, 
made the defense that he believed the 
transaction to be. perfectly legitimate, 
and that the idea of the deed having j 
been forged never entered his head. 


CUPID’S WORK, 


Some of it Pronounced a Bad Job 
in the Superior Court. 


The divorce calendar cut an import- 
ant figure in the work before the Sup- 
erior Court yesterday. One case, that 
of Mary E. against Edward Martin, 
was tried before Judge Clark behind 
closed doors and, after a trial extend- 
ing over the full day, was continued 
till this morning. The parties to the 
suit are residents of Pasadena, and 
the grounds upon which divorce is 
sought are excessive cruelty, etc. This 
is the second time Mrs. Martin has 
appeared in court as plaintiff in an 
action for divorce. 
Margaret Barber was granted a di- 
vorce from her husband, John H. Bar- 
ber, on the ground of cruelty by Judge 
York. Plaintiff was awarded the cus- 
tody of the minor child. ‘s 
Judge Smith granted a divorce to D. 
Ritchie from her husband, C. A. Rit- 


chie, on the ground of excessive 
cruelty. 
Habitual intemperance and. abuse 


were the grounds upon which Judge 
York issued a decree of divorce to A. 
L. Hess from her husband, B. L. Hess. 
The plaintiff testified that her husband 
had been drawing a salary averaging: 
about $130 per month, but in the face 
of this he had mortgaged everything 
within his control to obtain money 
with which to pay for drinks. 


SEEKING TUPPER’S RELEASE. 


An Echo of the Famous “Kid” 


Thompson Case, 


Bernard L. Mills made applicdtion in 
the Supreme Court yesterday for a 
writ of habeas corpus for C. L: Tupper, 
who is serving a five-years’ sentence in 
San Quentin for attempting to pass a 
revolver to “Kid” Thompson last April, 
when Thompson was confined in the 
County Jail. The application is based 
upon the alleged fact that Judge Smith, 
while Tupper was on trial, was absent 
from the courtroom during part of the 
argument of the District Attorney. Mr. 
Mills contends that where a judgment 
is void it is reviewable on habeas cor- 
pus proceedings; that the argument is 
as much a part of the trial as the tes- 
timony; and that if the judge is absent, 
the proceedings are invalid. 


THE SUPREME COURT. 


Another San Diego Water Suit is 
Decided. 


The State Supreme Court, sitting in 
bank in this city, has handed down a 
decision in the suit of V. E. Shaw vs. 
the San Diego Water Company, in 
which the latter appears as defendant 
and appellant, the judgment of the 
lower court being affirmed. 

The points involved in the case are 
that Shaw contracted with the water 
company for a supply of water in his 
house under the “family schedule,” the 
rate, under the provisions of a city 


| ordinance regulat’ng the same, amount- 


ing in the aggregate to $3.60 per month. 
The company had placed a meter in 
Shaw’s house, and at end of the first 
month found that the amount of water 
used—under the meter schedule, diso 
regulated by ordinance-—ran. up to the 
sum of $11.10. A demand was made 
in accordance with the latter figures, 
and a refusal met with. The com- 
pany then threatened to disconnect 
Shaw’s house from the main, and the 
latter instituted injunction proceed- 
ings, Which were afterward sustained 


in a trial of the case in the Superior

Court. Now the Supreme Court sus- 
tains the judgment. 

The city ordinance regulating water 
entered into.-between the property- 
family, meter and other schedules and 
that the use of a meter is optional with 
the first party. The company con- 
cedes this point, but holds that the 
meter rate charges in this particular 
instance were justified by a section of 
the ordinance in which the price per 
gallon was regulated, and that meter 
rates are chargeable in all cases where 
meters are put into buildings whether 
upon request or the pleasure of the 
company. 

Another opinion handed down was in 
the case of the California Loan and 
Trust Company vs. H. F. Weis and 
W. Weinke, the latter appearing as 
defendants and appellants. 

The opinion states that in March, 
1891, the Otay Water Company was 
the owner of a certain tract of land in 
controversy, and that time there was 
& mortgage upon the land, due from 
the water company from the plaintiff. 
Kor the purpose of taxation for the 
year 1891-2 the land was assessed at 
$720, of which $616 was assessed upon 
the mortgage interest and the remain- 
der, $104, upon the interest of the 
water company. The latter’s personal 
property also was assessed, the amount 
being $6200. The California Loan and 
Trust Company paid the tax upon the 
mortgage interest, but the tax levied 
upon the owner’s interest, as well as 
that upon the personal ‘property, was 
allowed to go delinquent. Foreclos- 
ure proceedings were instituted, and 
the California Loan and Trust Com- 
pany acquired a Sheriff’s deed, the 
County Treasurer being tendered the 
full amount of redemption upon fhe 
real estate. 

The Supreme Court holds that a tax 
upon personal property is a lien upon 
real estate, and that a demurrer filed 
by the defendants was improperly 
overruled by the lower court. “The 
judgment,” the opinion concludes, 
“should be reversed, with directions to 
‘ the trial court to sustain the demurrer, 
and it is so ordered.” 


MOUNT LOWE RAILWAY. 


Foreclosure Suit on Trial Before 
Judge Van Dyke. 

The foreclosure suit brought by the 
Los Angeles Safe Deposit Company 
against the Pasadena and Mt. Lowe 
Railway Company came up for trial 
before Judge Van Dyke yesterday, and 
will be resumed today. 

The evidence presented was princi- 
pally of a documentary nature, tending 
to establish the grounds upon which 
the proceedings were based. 

The railway company issued bonds to 
the amount of $500,000, giving to the 
Los Angeles Safe Deposit and. Trust 
Company a trust deed to all its prop- 
erty, including rights-of-way, rolling 
stock, hotel property, etc. The railway 
company defaulted in the interest upon 
its bonds, resulting in the present 
action. 

It is understood, upon the authority 
W. McKinley, Esq., associate 
counsel for the railway company, that 


.no defense will be made. It is stated, 


however, that H. M. Brownback, oye of 
the judgment creditors, will make a 
contest which may delay the final set- 
tlement of matters.

SATURDAY NIGHT’S ASSAULT STILL 
DARK MYSTERY. 


The Old Man’s Sensational Account 
of the Affair—His Assertions 


Emphatically Denied by the 
Williams Family—No Arrests. 


‘The Casebeer tragedy is still shrouded 
in deepest mystery. The statements 
made by the persons most interested in 
the case are so at variance that the de- 
tectives are unable to arrive at any 
definite conclusions. At least they aré 
very reticent about expressing any con- 
clusions that they may have reached. 
Joseph W. Casebeer, the victim of 
Saturday night’s murderous assault, 
still lies in the Receiving Hospital. He 
is improving slowly, but his condition 
is still such as to cause his friends and 
the police surgeon to advise against 
his removal to Santa Barbara, which 
place the patient is desirous of reach- 
ing as early as possible, as he says he 
has urgent business there. 

The old man sticks to the statement 


to the effect that he wrote a letter to 
his son-in-law and daughter, Mr. and 
Mrs. Ben Williams, of No. 1536 Rock- 
wood street, dated Santa Barbara, Oc- 
tober 8, informing them that he was 
going to visit them for the purpose of 


$2000 judgment they had against him. 
He arrived in Los .Angeles Saturday, 
and about 10 o’clock in the evening 
drove to the residence of his son-in-law 
ina hack. As he approached the house, 
he alleges, Williams came out and met 
him on the porch. They talked over 
the matter of a compromise, but Wil- 
liams would not agree to anything. 
Seeing that his efforts were futile, the 
old man turned away, and Williams 
went back into: the house. 

Curious to know the report Williams 
would make to his wife, Casebeer went 
to the side of the house, concealed 
himself under some bushes and listened 
Among other 
things, he alleges he. heard his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Williams, say the old man 
ought to be killed. Presently he saw 
two persons leave the house and pro- 
ceed toward First street. He left his 
hiding place soon after and started to 
make his way toward a friend’s house 
on South Flower street. He had not 
proceeded far before he discovered that 
two figures in some sort of flowing 
garments were following him. He ran 
up the Lucas-avenue hill, but was 
overtaken ‘by his pursuers, and beaten 
into insensibility with a heavy cane. 
He thought one of his assailants was a 
woman. 

In partial corroboration of his state- 
ment Casebeer gave. the detectives a 
copy of the letter alleged to have been 
mailed by him to the Williamses from 
Santa Barbara. In it he reminds them 
of the many favors he had dbdne for 
them, and says he now humbles him- 
self to ask mercy of them in the matter 
of collecting the judgment they had 
obtained against him for false impris- 
onment. He begs that they yield to a 
compromise before the lawyers get 
everythihg, and asks, for their. chil- 
dren’s sake, that the family differences 
be ‘settled. He informs ‘them ‘that he 
will come unarmed and will do them no 
bodily harm. 

A hackman named Lindley corrobo- 
rates Casebeer’s story in respect to his 
visit to the W lliams residence. Lind- 
ley says he drove Casebeer to the 
place, as stated by Casebeer, and saw. 
him enter the yard. The hackman 
drove away immediately and does not 
know what happened after the old man 
started for, the house. 

The Williamses emphatically deny re- 
ceiving the letter mentioned, and pos- 
itively assert that the old man did not 
call at the house, nor did they know 
he was in the city at the time. Mrs. 
Williams and two women who were 
with her when questioned by the de- 
tectives, denied that any one left the 
house after 10 o’clock Saturday night. 
Williams, when questioned, alone, ad- 
mitted that he left his home about 
10:20 o’clock that night to go to Mrs, 
Rogers’s house, near by, to remain all

A any light on the subject, but one or

two recollected seeing the hack drive 
up about 10 o’clock, as stated by Case- 
beer and the hackman. 

Last evening, Williams, at the re- 
quest of Detective Goodman, con- 
fronted Casebeer in the Receiving Hos- 
pital. Casebeer repeated his statement 
about the alleged interview with Wil- 
liams at the latter’s front door, and 
Williams indignantly denied it. 

Although the old man’s’ statement 
would suggest strongly that Williams 
and his wife were the instigators of 
the assault, if not the actual assail- 
ants, the detectives can see no motive 
for such .a crime on their part, and 
have therefore hesitated to prefer 
charges against them, or even to de- 
tain them on suspicion. 

It is considered possible that, Case- 
beer was assaulted by footpads, who, 
seeing him running with a_ valise, 
singled him out for their prey. For- 
tunately he had no valuables of any 
consequence with him when assaulted. 
He had left the $350 which he brought 
with him from Santa Barbara, with 
a lady on Flower street for safe-keep- 
ing, when he started for the Williams 
residence. This woman had suggested 
the possibility or robbery,. and pre- 
vafied upon him to give the money in 
her keeping. She has since turned it 
over to the police. ; 


ANNEXED A DOG. 


Williamson Wanted for Larceny at 
Santa Barbara. 

A horseman named George E. Wil- 

liamson was arrested yesterday after- 


| noon by Deputy Constable Quinn on a 


warrant from Santa Barbara, charging 
him with larceny. 

Williamson took one of the horses 
sold at the recent Potter sale to Santa 
Barbara for the purchaser. He regis- 
tered at a hotel there as “Mr. Mc- 
Cracken.”’ When he returned to Los 
Angeles he brought with him a fine 
cocker spaniel belonging to T. P. A. 
Williams. The dog has a pedigree a 
2% long, and is said to be valued at 
150. 

Williamson says the animal made 
friends with him on the way to the 
train, and followed him to the depot. 
The friendship was reciprocated on 
Williamson’s part, and as no one was 
there to object, he obtained passage 
for the dog in the baggage car, and 
paid its fare to Los Angeles. 

The owner of the animal, learning of 
the manner of its departure, swore out 
a warrant. for the arrest of ‘Mr. Mc- 
Cracken.”’ Constable Trice telephoned 
the facts to Constable Johnson yes- 
terday, and Deputy Quinn was detailed 
on the case.’ Quinn soon located ‘‘Mc- 
Cracken” and the dog at the Pano- 
rama Stables, but ‘“‘McCracken’s” true 
name turned out to be Williamson. The 
real McCracken had taken a horse to 
Riverside at the same time Williamson 
went to Santa Barbara. 

Williamson was booked at the Police 
Station yesterday evening for petty 
larceny, but he gave bonds for his ap- 
pearance at Santa Barbara when 
wanted. He admits that he paid the 
| dog’s fare to Los Angeles, but did not 
think that the animal had ah owner 
who would care. The dog had a collar 
and license tag on when at horg@ in 
Santa Barbara, but the tag has now 
disappeared.

FELL BENEATH A TRAIN, 


GUY WALKER, SEEKING EMPLOY- 
MENT, MEETS WITH DEATH. 


Only Fifteen Years of Age—He Was 
on His Way to Agricultural 
Park with Four Companions to 
Secure a Job. 


Guy Walker, 15 years of age, fell be- 
neath a Southern Pacific freight train 
near Agricultural Park last night and 
was instantly killed. With four com- 
panions he was stealing a ride, and 
when he attempted to alight from the 
rapidly-moving train, he slipped  be- 
neath the wheels. 

The boy started for Agricultural 
Park yesterday afternoon. He had 
heard that he could obtain a position 
there selling peanuts. His parents live 
at No. 933 San Julian street. Guy was 
not particular as to what he did if he 
could aid in his support. A friend of 
Guy’s, Willie Powers, was informed of — 
the opportunity which Guy had dis- 
covered, of earning some money during 
-the races, and he, too, decided to in- 
vestigate. Three of the boys’ play- 
mates, Ernest Meyers, Fred Brown and 
Sumner Pace were importuned to ac- 
company the boys, and the five started. 
They had no money with which to pay 
car fare, so started to walk. At the 
Arcade depot the 6:30 o’clock freight 
for Santa Monica came along. It was 
running slowly. The boys boarded it. 
It was not long before the park was 
reached,,and the lads started to get. 
off. Meyers, Brown and Pace alighted 
from the now rapidly-moving train all 
right. Powers fell and bumped his 
head severely, but was otherwise un- 
injured. Then Guy started. Just as he 
was abuut to jump off, his foot slipped 
and he fell beneath the cars, five of 
which passed over his body, severing 
it just above the waist. 

His companions, too frightened to 
approach the mangled body lying 
across the rails, started for home. They 
ran all the way, and appeared at the 
Police Station about 8 o’clock, where 
they reported the accident. The lad’s 
parents were notified, and the body was 
removed to the undertaking establish- 
ment of Kregelo & Bresee, where an in- 
quest will be held this morning.

GHTWATCHMAN MISTAKEN FOR 
A HIGHWAYMAN. 


Three Boys Badly Scared by the 
Supposed Robber—Validity of 
the Hitching Ordinance to be 
Tested—The City’s Credit. 


PASADENA, Oct. 12.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] On Sunday night Private Watchman 
Wright, who patrols Orange Grove avenue, 
captured: a‘negro burglar between 2 and 3 
o’clock.: That fact has already been printed, 
but there ‘was a little episode preceding that 
arrest that has not found itself in print up 
to the present time. 

Burglaries had become so frequent in the 
vicinity of Orange Grove avenue that -the 
private watchman was a little shaky about 
retaining his-position, hence he secured a 
relative to assist him in the capture of the 
burglar. Wright has a very long distance to 
cover, and it was an easy matter for a would- 
be burglar to watch him start from the north- 
erly end of his beat to go to the southerly. 
end, and as he had two miles to cover in 
that one direction it left a clear field for a 
burglar ‘to work in, secure his booty and 
make good his escape before Wright could 
again get,.to the other end of the avenue. — 

Wright was determined to get a burglar on 
Sunday night, if any burglar was plying. his 
trade, so he formulated a set of signals with 
his cousin, and while one man was at one 
end of the avenue, the other started from the 
other end, and they met half way. 

It happened that on the evening in question 
three young men were enjoying a moonlight 
ride. The young men are of respectable 
parentage, and are known to be quiet, indus- 
trious fellows. As they drove up Orange 
Grove avenue and were about to turn into 
Californig street, a man stepped out toward 
their team and otdered them to stop. They 
were terribly frightened at what. they p- 
posed was a highwayman, and one of the 
three struck the horse with the whip. The 
animal responded quickly, ana the supposed 
“highwayman got onto his wheel and started 
in pursuit, at the same time firing a rhot 
from his revolvér at the now thoroughly- 
scared boys. In his endeavor to get a 
aim, Watchman Wright, for it was he who 
ordered the boys to: stop, rode his wheel into 
the gutter and fell off. He then fired two 
more ts, which did no more harm, for- 
tunatet®, than to awaken all the residents in 
the vicinity for quite a distance. 

The three boys drove madly down California 
street to Marengo avenue, holding an to the 
seat as they drove across the steam railroad 
tracks, and cag headed for the center of 
town to notify the police of the attempted 
hold-up. They told of their adventure to the 
officers. «The shots had been heard plainly in 
the center of town. and the police Were 
watching to intercept any suspicious char- 
acters. Wright came up at this juncture. The 
regular police were on the point of going to 
the vicinity where the highwayman was sup- 
posed to be, when the watchman spoke up 
and said he was the man who did the shoot- 
ing, and he did so because the young men 
did not stop when he told them to. He 
said, that he also told them he was an officer, 
but this latter assertion the three young men 
Sony. They also state that just before Wright 
spoke to them, another man called to them, 
but they paid no attention and drove on, and 
were talking of the first attempted hold-up, as 
it Seemed to them, when they were again con- 
frorfted with a man demanding them to stop. 
They were all unarmed, otherwise they say 
they would have shot at the watchman, whom 
they presumed was a highwayman. Thus the 
Sunday night shooting is explained. Several 
hours later, however, Wright .an square on

Emulating the example of Ebanks, the San 
Diego murderer, Manuel Fellows has in- 
structed the officers here to convey to Louis 
Mendelson of Capistrano the cheerful news 
that if he (Fellows) is hanged he will pay 
Mendelson a visit on the night of the execu- 
tion.

PLANS OF THB ENGINEERS. 

Engineers Leslie and Rider submitted their 
complete plans and specifications with esti- 
mates of cost of the proposed sewer, to the 
City Trustees Monday evening. The data are 
compiled in an Official report, which will be 
the basis of future action by the board. The 
Trustees will submit the plans to a number 
of experts in order to detect any technical 
or legal flaws that may have been overlooked 
_in preparing the estimates. Then the report 
will be accepted, as the plan of the sewer 
and bids will be adverti for according to 
the specifications. 

The line of tae sewers will be 99,610 feet 
in length, covering the entire city, and will 
cost, when laid and akg * 4 equipped with 
manholes and flushtanks, $47,600. The filter 
bed, which is to be constructed at the out- 
let, will cost $1200, making the entire cost 

000. This does not include the price of 
the land on which the filter bed is to be con- 
structed, but the cost of this is something 
near $1800 additional. The engineers ex- 
plained that many of the figures were high, 
and the intention had been to leave a slight 
margin above the actual cost, so the entire 
cost may safely be brought down to $60,000, 
and for this amount bonds will be voted. 

CHARGE AGAINST AN OFFICER. 

James Trew is preparing a complaint which 
will be laid before the City Trustees, charg- 
ing Night Watchman Clement with indiscre- 
tion and conduct unbecoming an officer. He

GAMES COMMIT A FELONY. | 


Opinion Rendered by the City At- 
torney—Consolidation of City 
and County Offices Said to be 
tional—A Big Mining 


SAN DIEGO, Oct. 12.—{Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The board of delegates of the Com- 
mon Council, held an interesting session Mon- 
day evening, during which a large amount 
of important business was transacted. The 
City Attorney precipitated a sensation when 
he presented his opinion on a resolution di- 
recting him to prepare an ordinance licens- 
ing tape games, nickle-in-the-slot machines, 
stock exchanges and pawn-brokers. It was 
to the effect that if the members of the 
Council voted for such a license they would 
lay themselves liable to conviction for 
felony. In support of his opinion the City 
Attorney cited section 330 of the Penal Code, 
which provides that every person who deals, 
plays or carries on, opens, or causes to be 
opened, or who conducts, either as owner or 
employé, whether for hire or not, any game 
of faro, monte, lans-quenet, rouge-et-noire, 
rondo, tan, fan-tan, stud-horse poker, seven 
and a half, twenty-one, hokey-pokey, or any 
banking or percentage game, played with 
cards, dice or any device for money, checks, 
credit or other representative of value, and 
every person who plays or bets at or against 
any of said prohibited games, is guilty of a 

meanor, and shall be punishable by a 
fine not less than $100 or not more than $500. 
or by imprisonment in the County Jail not 
exceeding six months, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment.
